More than half the men do not marry before 
the thirtieth birthday. 
However, this may not be due to 
unwillingness but to lack of opportunity. 
According 
to 
census compilations, 2,OOO,OOO men and women more than 50 
years of age are leading single lives, though whether of 


“blessedness" is open to debate. 
Altered conditions arc responsible for the rising average 
marriage age. 
Not so long ago about the only carcer for 
a woman lay in marriage.
